Fearing Explosion From Flames 
Officer Takes Desperate 
Chance. 


Leaping 200 feet from a flaming 
mail 
plane, Lieutenant Richard W. 
Wright, of Cleveland, broke both legs 
and both arms Saturday morning and 
is in a serious 
condition 
in Cooper 
Hospital, Camden. 
Lieutenant Mark 
C. Hogue, of Portland, Ore., pilot of 
the machine, stuck to the plane and 
escaped injury, although badly jarred 
by the impact. 
The plane was on 
the w&y 
from

Crude Fuel Dredging Outfits Verita­ 
ble Mints for Profit. 


Hazleton, Pa., April 12—Some of 
the men owning river and creek wash­ 
er i es on the Hazleton & Mahoney di­ 
vision of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 
are making veritable mints 
out

Suspect Men Want Control of

Washington, D. C., April 12—Con­ 
gressmen from New York and other 
large cities have become suspicious of 
a horde of “farm er” lobbyists who 
maintain headquarters here and make 
demands for legislation amending the 
antitrust laws to permit them to form 
organizations of farmers to co-operate 
for profit. The purpose of the move­ 
ment, it is believed, is to obtain laws 
that will permit milk 
producers 
or 
handlers of States with large urban 
populations to control the supply and 
the prices. 
Senator Brandegee, of Connecticut, 
one of those who suspect “farmer” ad­ 
vocates of a purpose to control milk 
supplies in and 
about cities, thinks 
that if the demands 
made by the 
farm lobbyists are granted and the 
theory is carried to its logical con­ 
clusion, “it will result in the entire re­ 
lic a I of the Sherman law.” 
“The proposition of these farm or­ 
ganizations, judging from the lang­
